“Research  or  Teaching?’  That  dichotomy  was 
presented  to  me  the  moment  I  arrived  at  graduate 
school  many  years  ago.  Fellow  graduate  students 
would  talk  of  their  futures,  wondering  if  they’d  wind 
up  at  “research’  institutions  or  “teaching”  institutions. 
Our  professors  speculated  about  the  same  topic. 

Some  offered  advice,  saying  that  those  of  us  who 
sought  positions  at  “research”  institutions  would  find 
real  academic  success;  others  offered  contrary  advice, 
asserting  that  “teaching”  institutions  provide  the 
context  for  the  most  rewarding  careers.  When  I  left 
graduate  school  to  assume  my  first  faculty  position, 
the  same  dichotomy  was  very  much  in  the  air.  Some 
colleagues  at  my  first  institution  argued  from  time  to 
time  over  whether  our  administration’s  push  toward 
research  was  compromising  the  special  flavor  of  our 
“teaching”  institution.  Others  worried  that  the 
administration’s  emphasis  on  teaching  was  outmoded, 
endangering  the  research  so  important  to  our  region’s 
well-being. 

Gradually,  as  time  passed  and  I  moved  further 
along  in  academia,  I  began  to  suspect  that  the 
dichotomy  so  assuredly  presented  to  me  as  a  young 
graduate  student  was  a  false  dichotomy.  Oh,  to  be 
sure,  there  are  massive  institutions  at  which  huge 
portions  of  the  budget  are  devoted  to  research,  at 
which  some  of  the  faculty  don’t  even  teach  students. 

In  stark  contrast  are  smaller  institutions  whose  faculty 
all  teach  the  full  complement  of  students,  from  the 
introductory  level  to  the  senior  capstone.  Despite  the 
differences  between  these  types  of  school,  however, 
the  truly  good  smaller  institutions  and  the  faculty 
that  populate  them  understand  that  teaching  and 
research  cannot  be  divorced.  They  realize  that  lively, 
inspiring  teaching  needs  nourishment  from  scholarly 
inquiry. 

A  quick  glance  through  the  pages  in  this  volume 
of  Kudos  WAX  tell  the  story  of  a  small  college  that  puts 
the  lie  to  that  false  dichotomy  of  my  youth,  a  college 
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where  scholarly  inquiry  feeds  the  classroom  experi¬ 
ence.  Centenary,  with  its  twelve-to-one 
student/faculty  ratio,  its  average  class  size  of  15,  and 
its  emphasis  on  advisers  working  closely  with  each 
student  to  formulate  a  fitting  degree  plan,  is  indis¬ 
putably  a  teaching  institution;  but,  as  this  booklet 
shows,  Centenary  is  also  an  institution  that  produces 
an  astounding  measure  of  scholarship,  both  in  the 
classic  forms  of  research  and  in  the  modes  of  artistic 
expression  at  which  so  many  on  our  campus  excel. 
The  pages  in  this  publication  are  filled  with  the 
stories  of  faculty  who  are  pushing  the  boundaries  of 
their  disciplines,  creating  new  knowledge,  and  sharing 
their  discoveries  and  performances  with  colleagues  all 
over  the  world.  Most  pleasing  to  me  are  the  pages 
devoted  to  student/facultv  collaborative  research,  the 
nexus  where  the  virtues  of  the  small  college  and  the 
curiosity  of  a  lively,  scholarly  faculty  meet  to  engage 
the  imaginations  of  students  in  ways  scarcely  possible 
at  a  larger  institution. 

Here  at  Centenary,  we  pride  ourselves  on  the 
versatility  of  our  faculty.  As  students  and  parents  have 
every  right  to  expect,  our  faculty  are  evaluated  first 
and  foremost  on  their  ability  to  teach  and  to  teach 
well;  but  we  do  everything  in  our  power  to  encourage 
their  scholarly  bents,  to  nourish  their  creative  talents, 
and  to  facilitate  their  research.

David  Hoaas  came  to  Centenary  in  1986  after 
earning  the  Ph.D.  in  economics  from  Duke 
University.  Before  this,  he  majored  in  mathematics 
and  economics  at  Bemidji  State  University  in 
Minnesota,  which  awarded  him  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  summa  cum  laude.

Dr.  Leuck  is  an  energetic  teacher  whose  indefati¬ 
gable  commitment  to  her  students  is  manifest  in  the 
range  of  her  courses  —  from  Principles  of  Biolog y  to 
Physical  Anthropology,  from  Human  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  to  Biodiversity  —  and  in  the  numerous 
research  projects  that  she  has  directed.  There  are 
almost  30  of  these,  and  they  have  resulted  not  only  in 
award-winning  presentations  by  her  students  at 
Centenary’s  own  Research  Forum,  but  also  in  their 
participation  at  meetings  of  such  professional  organi¬ 
zations  as  the  Louisiana  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the 
Southwestern  Association  of  Naturalists  and  in  a 
summer  program  in  biomolecular  science  at  the 
Howard  Hughes  Medical  Institute.

Kudos:  A  Review  of  Faculty  Scholarship  &  Creative  Activity  2001-2003 


Christopher  Ciocchetti 

Assistant  Professor,  Department  of  Philosophy 

Dr.  Ciocchetti  presented  a  paper,  “Fitting 
Punishments  to  Crimes,”  at  the  19th  International 
Social  Philosophy  Conference  in  Eugene,  Oregon 
(July  2002),  and  again  at  the  American  Philosophical 
Association  Meeting  —  Eastern  Division  in 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania  (December  2002).  This 
paper  argued  that  a  wrongdoer’s  desert  is  best  deter¬ 
mined  through  attention  to  the  individual  s  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  victim  rather  than  through  attention  to 
the  nature  of  the  crime.  He  presented  another  paper, 
“The  Responsibility  of  the  Psychopathic  Offender,”  at 
the  Central  States  Philosophical  Association  in 
Columbia,  Missouri  (October  2002),  and  again  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Society  for  Philosophy  and 
Psychology  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  (April  2003).  This 
paper  argued  that  psychopaths  have  diminished 
responsibility  owing  to  their  diminished  capacity  to 
respond  appropriately  to  relationships.  Whatever  may 
be  the  cause  of  this  limitation  -  emotional  deficiency 
or  inadequate  moral  understanding  -  it  is  not  directly 
relevant  to  a  psychopath’s  responsibility.  At  the  20th 
International  Social  Philosophy  Conference  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts  (July  2003),  Dr.  Ciocchetti 
read  “Punishment,  Reintegration  and  Ambivalent 
Victims,”  in  which  he  proposed  that,  in  order  to 
minimize  the  risk  of  subordinating  a  victim’s  interpre¬ 
tation  of  a  crime  to  that  of  his  or  her  community, 
punishment  ought  to  seek  to  address  the  individual  in 
his  or  her  relations  rather  than  to  protect  community 
values.

Marxist  anti-slavery  novel  (1859)  by  the  secretary  of 
the  Communist  Internationale,  and  an  early  natu¬ 
ralist  novel  by  a  Creole  doctor  and  friend  of  Emile 
Zola.  These  texts  were  selected  for  publication  by  a 
committee  of  francophone  scholars  within  Louisiana 
and  elsewhere.

He  is  working  on  a  collaborative  grant 
with  faculty  members  of  the  University  of  Nairobi  to 
construct  three  pilot  sites  in  Southwestern  Kenya, 
which  implement  an  adapted  version  of  the  Uganda 
AIDS  Commission  action  plan,  recently  recognized 
by  the  Bush  Administration.  As  Dr.  Otto  explains, 
the  Bush  Administration’s  plan  to  provide  $15  billion 
dollars  of  AIDS  funding  to  African  nations  over  the 
next  five  years  requires  that  they  adapt  the  plan  of 
action  initiated  by  Uganda  10  years  ago.  While  HIV+ 
rates  have  declined  significantly  among  19-34  year- 
old  males  in  Uganda,  the  decline  in  the  female  popu¬ 
lation  is  much  less.  In  fact,  the  HIV+  rate  among 
women  over  35  has  increased.  Dr.  Otto’s  work  with 
members  of  the  University  of  Nairobi  involves 
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adapting  the  Uganda  AIDS  Commission’s  approach 
in  a  way  that  allows  the  program  in  Kenya  to  qualify 
for  U.S.  funding  while  decreasing  the  HIV+  rate 
among  females.
